There are few political writers 
posseasing: greater prescience than 
Me. J. L. Garvin, of the Observer. 
Again and again, he hoa shown an 
aumnzing pawer to sce into the fu- 
ture and to assess correctly the 
probabilities. It is interesting. 
therefore, to take note of some of 
his observations on the outlook 
which confronted the nation when 
it was definitely decided that the 
Government should appenl to the 
country.’ Foreseeing the dangers 
of a party appeal to. the electors, 
he suggested that if the election 
become a dog-fight of — factions, 
even the success of the Conserva- 
tives at the poll would’ do more 
sharm than good, as it was likely to 
inflame a xocial situation likely in 
any case to be difficult enough. Any 
Conservative Government, created 
by the anomalies of Britain's absurd 
electoral system, but representing

The’ certainty of a strong Na- 
tional Government being returned 
was foreshadowed by this: shrewd 
commentator, who held that, when 
returned, it should be equipped 
under a five-year mandate with full 
powers for national revival and re- 
Aaissance. On the tariff issue, Mr. 
Garvin is clearly. in favdur of a 
moiification of: Britain's facal 
system, though he pertinently re- 
marks that “hot-headed Conserva- 
tives with nothing but tariff on’ the 
brain require cold compresses.” 
Yet he contends, with much force, 
that those Liberals who refuse ol- 
together to modify thelr pre-war 
minds are the. blinder dic-hards, the 
duller renctidnnrics, the stiffer

It is clear that there is 
foreiyn expectation of a departure 
from the traditional free trade 
system, an expectation which is like- 
ly to be rentised. We imagine, 
however, in view ‘of the complexi- 
tics of the problem, that anything 
that Is done will be none too re- 
volutionary. There is a danger in 
going too fur in these matters; 
hasty action may casily prove din- 
astrous, It is well, therefore, to 
‘prepare ourselves for chanjres, even 
if they conflict with cherished be- 
liefs, Intense nationalism, whether 
in tariffs or in any other sphere, 
is fraught with much danger.

Tho draft of a letter which has

Mra, Emma Crouch, of Warwick- 
atreet, Worthing, rafd that in the 
first week of September her sister 
(Mra, Dennis) made’ aome re- 
marka about her husband having 
nerlected her. 

“T thought.” sald Mrs, Crouch, 
“there waa some other man, a Cap- 
atain Courroux, in love with my 
slater.” . 

Blows in Drawing-Room. 

On Wednesday (Sept. 28) she 
went to Bloomsbury Cottage, Mrs. 
Dennia‘s home, and saw her arrive 
with Captain Courroux. Captain 
Dennis was outside the house and 
he and Captain Courgoux quar- 
relled. . s 

“Mrs. Dennis “came into the 
house and phoned for the police. 
When the police arrived Capt. 
Dennla and Capt. Courroux were 
still fighting. They eame into the 
‘irawing-room and I saw them 
fighting.” 

Mrs. Crouch said her sister 
agreed to go back with her to 
Worthing. but later she found 
Mrs. Dennis in bed and semi-con- 
sclous.

She remained the night with her 
sister, and vext morning notleed 
little bruises on her arm and leg 
and that ane eye was slightly dis- 
colaured 

The Coroner: Did you see your 
sister struck during the Aghting?

Captain Courroux anid that he 
had been a paying: guest with Can- 
tain Dennis and was on friendly 
terms with him and his wife. 

On the night of the strucgle Den- 
nia came up and © struck at him 
when he drove up and accused him 
of having relations with Mra.

SMUGGLING DRUGS 
FROM ORIENT. ‘ 


“LAND OF DREAMS” 
-. AT. MILAN. 


; Rome, Oct, 1. 

The Italian police havo dis- 
covered an important clearing 
nouse for drugs at Milan. A 
doctor and a well-known Jawyer 
huve been arrested. Tho doctor 
kept a chemiat’s shop, which - is 
suid to have been used as a din- 
tributing centre. Tho shop has 
even closed, and so have six other 
chemists’-shops inthe city. 


From papers seized in_ their 
homes and confessions mude by 
the reat of the gang, mostly young 
men and women ot smart appear- 
ance, it acems that o consignment 
of drugs, weighing several kilo- 
grammes, was brought into Italy 
{rom Constantinople by highly- 
paid smugglers. - | 


‘A cook on the Paris train de 
luxe ins been arrested. It is 
alleged that he carried the drugs 
in his kitchen, which waa not 
searched by Customs officers at the 
various frontiers. 


A club, called the “IsInnd of 
Dreams,” has also been raided, 
but the elderly woman who kept it 
has escaped. It is in the Mon- 
forte residential district, and was 
the Mecen of fashionable drug 
addicts. Heroin, hashish, and 
cocaine wero found there in large 
quantities. These drugs are be- 
.ng examined by police analysts. 


It appears that the bulk of the 
narcotics found their way to Paris 
nnd the United States. Tho lnw- 
yer has confessed that he or- 
ganised the business part of the 
traffic and drew up contracts with 
the Constantinople firms which 
supplied the zoods.
